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There is another election in the air and 
that may be the reason so many people 
have a headache these days. Although 
most of the subsidies from the Klein 
government end on April | (April Fool’s 
Day), it will be the day that Klein says; 
“proven leadership says I bought ‘em’. 
Inreality, around 5 Billion dollars will go 
to the large energy providers and the 
people of the province will not see one 
penny. The larger “subsidies” will end 
and you will be very grateful when you 
get your “real” bill for energy at the end 
of May. Around the same time California 
and the southern United States will be 
turning on their air conditioners and the 
price of energy will increase many times. 
So will your energy bills in Alberta under 
the current system. Small businesses and 
residential consumers will be told that 
they will just have to live with the new 
costs. The hundreds of thousands of 
Albertans who rent will face some very 
stiff rental increases due to the fact that 
mostrental buildings are owned by greedy 
landowners. Most renters were already 
gouged in the last half of the year 2000 
with large rental increases. If you are a 
renter you might check to find out who 
actually owns your building. You will be 
very surprised to find that American 
investment companies own most of the 
largest rental buildings in Alberta. The 
current cash buy out of the voters cannot 
continue or the Americans will be pulling 
out a copy of the NAFTA agreement. 
Subsidies to businesses, residents or to 
the agricultural community are not 
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allowed under the agreement when it 
causes the poor babies in the United States 
any hardships. 


If you want to make a change then you 
must vote. The Klein government got us 
into a very messy situation and it will not 
be easy to fix it. However, there is hope, 
and the situation can be repaired by people 
who are willing to do so. It is your turn to 
do your part and mark your ballot on 
March 12. You can chose to continue to 
be enslaved by a government that has 
grown tired over the past 30 years or 
make a change for some fresh faces and 
ideas. 


Time to move onto another subject that 
has been coming up over and over again 
during the past two months. We are sorry 
that we have been unable to bring you up 
to date on Pride Week 2001 here in 
Edmonton. The good old days of the 
community groups being involved by 
running the Pride Dance appear to have 
come to and end for this year. The 
community groups should run the dance 
as a volunteer operation with any money 
made during it kept in the community. 
However, the opposite is now in progress 
and the community will get whatever the 
profiteers deems as necessary. We have 
not been able to get any information on 
the week as of yet due to a black out of 
news to us from the committee. Since we 
are a volunteer society we get all of our 
information and articles from people 
belonging to groups within the Capital 
City. There is something wrong when the 
pride dance is set up as a profit center and 
not as an expression of pride. It also 
appears that some people have forgot that 
there will be many people arriving in 
Edmonton prior to the Games. With a 
billion people watching our city as the 
games approach a bit of common sense 
might have added some spike to Pride 
Week.

The 
only way that we are different from 
anyone else is because individuals are 
special in their own way. Terri gets 
deep when she gets into this area of 
life and has some very interesting 
points on why the gay and lesbian 
community has lots of deal with on a 
day to day basis. Many people have a 
bad vision of our community because 
it starts at a very early age in the 
classroom. Any children, and let’s not 
forget children of lesbians and gay 
men, can be taunted and teased in 
many ways. The educational system 
does not have anything in place to 
teach acceptance and young children 
can easily be swayed to go with the 
crowd. This kind of thinking ends up 
in a bashing that will go unnoticed or 
not dealt with by anyone. It gets even 
more difficult for the children when 
ates are trying to understand that their 


parent is gay. The entire area of 
children is often forgotten in our own 
community so parents, and there are 
many, do their best to deal with each 
issue, often on their own. 


For Terri, life gave her a number of 
blows by being fired twice due to 
being a lesbian. The attitude in the 
workplace gives her plenty to talk 
about. She expresses her displeasure 
of the mostly male dominated 
workplace where she is supposed to 
be “the good housewife” and not 
understood enough to talk openly 
about her life. Just because she has a 
child then she is considered “normal” 
and therefore attitudes change. After 
all, she couldn’t be a lesbian because 
she has a child, right! 


Although she has seena lot of positive 
changes in the passed ten years, Terri 
has also seen more women with less 
money. She knows that it is tough to 
get out for a few nights during the 
month. Going out means that a 
babysitter has to be paid and the 
event wiil also cost money. A single 
mom or dad does not have much 
spare money when raising a child or 
several children. It is obvious that 
Terri is a part of our community that 
not many people talk about or, for 
that matter, do not even understand. 


As aperson who worked on the Pride 
Committee for almost two years, and 


the President of Womonspace for the 
past 3 years, she has first hand 
experience in these matters. To her it 
is rather strange that people in civilian 
society have such a fear of their own, 
and other people’s, sexuality when 
the Canadian Military (and a very 


select few private and governmental 
employers) have enacted policies to 
give gay men and lesbians the same 
rights and privileges as their 
heterosexual personal. She says that it 
is rather tough being raised thinking 
that who and what you are is “bad” 
and this does cause a lack of self- 
esteem. It would be good to have more 
positive recognition and people who 
could be role models for lesbians and 
gay men. 


When it gets down to getting involved, 
Terri believes that if there were more 
events that allowed a mixed crowd, 
more people would be out to help. 
Events that allowed men and women 
to mix with a wider variety of 
entertainment would also help. She 
also sees things getting much better, 
and as people feel better financially 
and stable, more will get out to events. 


When people get locked into an idea 
and never see “outside their own box”, 
it makes it more difficult to get people 
involved.

But hey, who gives a shit, as 
long as we have our bars 
and bathhouse, we will be 
ok! Bitch and complain all 
you want and nothing will 
ever change until we do. 


Maybe it’s time to showa 
better side of us, of our 
community. Why is this 
community so attracted to 
grunge? 


Funny thing is that one 
day maybe you will want 
to get married or have a 
child. Or maybe you will 
and one day Social 
Services will take your 
child away. Now will you 
be asking your 
community for help, and 
do youtrust that they will? 
This happened not to long 
ago to a great lady; she 
reached out for help. Did 
our community help out? 
NO way; to this day her 
child remains with Child 
Welfare. So what will it 
take to open the eyes of 
this dying moral 
community?

There should be 
more I.D checks at the doors, 
there are way too many 
underage youth getting in. 
We need stricter doormen 
who will kick out anyone who 
is touching others or is just 
too drunk. 


The next thing we need to do 
is clean up our gay parade; 
people could dress up and 
tone things down. To show 
the straight community that 
we really are no different than 
them, we are human beings 
just like them. Our 


community could raise 
money to open a pool hall or 
coffeehouse, and give the 
youth of the community a 
place to go. Our club owners 
could open their bars for 
youth during the day. The 
young could drink pop, dance 
or just hang out. Now as for 
our men and women, 
cheating and not having safe 
sex, well no one can change 
that except for them. Yet our 
community could post safe- 
sex pamphlets at all the clubs. 
In our magazines, we could 
refer people to counselors.

Recently while channel surfing, 
Icameacross “ Queer as Folk”. 
After watching for a few 
minutes, there was a lump in 
my throat and a tear working 
its way down my cheek. 


Why? It was about by life 
experiences being included in a 
matter of fact way just like * regular 
folks’. It was the first time I had ever 
just surfed my way around and found 
myself in my own world, where 
what I saw on the screen seemed 
“normal” to me. Now there have 
been lesbian/gay movies on 
television, even characters on 
shows... and always they have been 
marked as ‘special or notorious” 
somehow. This image was some 
guys in a gay bar, dancing, chatting, 
laughing. 

Yet there I was, channel surfing in 
my hotel room in Hull and stumbling 
onto images that made sense to me 
on acore level. Now I rarely watch 
television so I really can’t comment 
on the usual quality of the series. 
Gordon who did not get to help 
write this column because ofa glitch 
in cyberspace that sent the draft off 
to cyber heaven, where it is still 
floating, unedited, did comment that 
he does not like the show much 
because of the quality of the writing. 
But to me much of the dialogue 
seemed pretty familiar. 


Curiously this happened in Quebec, 
where in the short drive across the 
river from Ottawa, one enters a quite 
different world, one where French 


is the dominant languageand culture. 
Hp) 


My high school French helped me 
manage, sort of, although voice mail 
in French did me in really quickly. 
And I envied enormously the ability 
of the local folks to let me stumble in 
French for a bit and then switch 
graciously to excellent English. leven 
managed to sort of chat with awoman

were talking about. Some things are 
indeed universal, like grumbling over 
costs in the supermarket. 


So we have experiences of being an 
insider, being an outsider and also 
being connected by universal 
dilemmas, universal human 
experiences. 


These experiences are universal and 
occur daily on many levels, all over 
the world, They relate to many of the 
core issues of life — being attached, 
being abandoned, being safe, being 
unsaie.) bemnguairees A being 
controlled...Insiders always have 
more knowledge than outsiders, are 
the experts. We are the experts on 
oppression of lesbians and gays, of 
being a gay or lesbian parent. Those 
of us who have been abused or 
traumatized are the experts on that 
too. 


Michael Foucault, a gay man and 
philosopher from France wrote a great 


deal about insiders/outsiders. About 
the power of being observed by the 
outsiders causes the insiders to be 
aware of being watched and that can 
control behaviours. Jails have been 
built on this principle — if prisoners 
can not tell whether or not the guards 
are watching, it is easier to control 
them. And so we are more easily 
controlled when we are not “ out” 
cause then we have to be anticipating 
the danger of the outsiders gaze onto 
us. Much like being an undercover 
cop, I suppose. 


Now this all brings to mind the issue of 


letting f 
outsiders” into 
@ibe 9 sinsiele 


spaces. This is 
really much of 
what the debate 
about women in 
Buddies on Friday 
night might be 
about. If other 
reasons are being 
put forward, such as gay men being 
harassed by straight men, then that is 
another issue and should be dealt with 
directly. In any case, the current practice 
as I understand it, is blatant 
discrimination, in my opinion. And silly 
too — if I were to show up with some of 
my fag friends, would I, who is widely 
known as a “ self proclaimed, practicing 
lesbian (actually I don’t practice anymore, 
I know how to be a lesbian. Even with ten 
years of marriage, it was heterosexuality 
I could never get right) have to pay a 
higher price than the men? Good luck 
getting that to happen. In an open to the 
public place. Now let’s notkid ourselves, 
that is discrimination, plain and simple. 
Even private clubs are being challenged 
on these issues. And losing. Remember 
the fuss when that Reform MP said that if 
homosexuals were working in his store 
he would make them stay in the back 
rooms ... sounds like back of the bus 
stuff to me. 


But how do we also find ways to have 
times and spaces for us as insiders to 
just be insiders? Isn’t that what this is 
about emotionally? The fags just want 
to be with other fags for the night 
(how they keep out bisexual men, is 
another silly question). And the 
women just want to be with other 
dykes on the 3" Sat. of the night. Why 
do we? Does that mean we want to 
hang on to some of our identity as 
oppressed, that we can keep putting 
energy into worrying about being “ 
out”. On the other hand is there 
anything wrong with just wanting 
some of “our own space” sometimes? 
Ireally don’t have the answers, so am 
posing these questions as way of 


pushing our thinking a bit. 


Perhaps we don’t get it both 
ways, perhaps part of the cost of 
being legally equal is losing some 
of the outsider status we have 
had for so long. And we are 
grappling with how to manage 
this shift. 


Let’s not kid anyone, many of our 
life experiences are different for us 
than for non lesbian/gay types. As I 
often say, when we come out, 
everything is the same and everything 
is different. And perhaps one of the 
things we have to give on is the 
notion of private spaces, of insider 


only spaces. Yet the cost of that is 
what we had for years, not being part 
of the general community, not having 
any hope of channel surfing in a hotel 
room and finding our own experiences 
there for all to see, insider or outsider. 
Grappling with this is not easy but is 
really in many ways our next task as 
a community and as individuals. 
Reading Michael Foucault, the 
History of Sexuality challenges lots 
of ideas about these topics and I highly 
recommend his work to us all.

But they 
come. 


*Queer As Folk” has now 
been on Showcase for 
about five weeks. We’ve 
been living it for how long 
though? This _ past 
weekend, within a day, a 
dozen different people 
came up to me and said 
the same thing. They were 
friends, acquaintances, 
strangers. At the bar, at 


the baths, on the chats. 
They were young, old, rich, 
poor. And they all said the 
same thing. “There has to 
be more than this.” The 
scene is powerful. For 
many, it’s all there is. The 
thrill of the chase is 
intoxicating. The gossip is 
plentiful, and always 
replenished. There’s 
always a better high, a 
better boy. The strobe 
flashes so bright, reality 
gets lost in the glare. 


But it’s all good, 
right? When the most 
important question you 
have to ask is “Do I just 
stare at you all night or can 
I buy youa drink too”, then 
you realize that there is a 
whole world beyond 
Liberty Avenue. 


As I sat down to write this, 
I wasn’t sure where it was 
going to take me. It 
could’ve been about how 
sometimes you’ re just not 
in love with someone. It 
could’ve been about how 
sometimes you have to 
wonder if you maybe are. 
Instead, it took me to a 
Toronto-based Pittsburgh 
that might as well be across 
the street, and it got me 
asking the question, 
*Am I asking the right 
questions”. Life is all about 
finding answers, but can 
you really recognize those 
answers if you don’t know 
what you’re looking for? 
Sometimes it’s easier just 
to play the game. Say the 
words they want to hear to 
get the response you want. 
Act the way you’re 
supposed to act because 


you’re 23 and you’ve still 
got time to goof around with 
life, and besides, that’s the 
way they do it on that 
Showcase channel.Play 
with the boy enough to make 
him wantyou only to realize 
that if he wants you, he’s 
obviously too dumb to be 
worth it. It’s nota gay thing, 
it’s an esteem thing. I can’t 
accept that gay people 
inherently feel worse about 
themselves than straight 
people because straight 
people make the same 
mistakes, play the same 
games, have the same 
needs. The difference, I 
guess, is that there’s a whole 
big hetero world out there, 
but for a gay boy, it’s easy 
to spend your entire life 
within a few city blocks. On 
the rare occasions Kansas 
does intrude, there’s always 
another twister waiting to 
whisk you back to Oz. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
being a scene queen, but 
there’s one thing that has to 
be remembered: the scene 
shouldn’t control you. 
Immerse yourself if you 
want, but know where that 
life preserver is. Pinch 
yourself once in a while to 
see if you wake up. 
Retreating 100% from the 
“gay lifestyle” (ugh) is just 
as bad as inhaling it 100%. 
It’s all about balance. 
That said, though, see you 
at Babylon this weekend?

not recognized. However, in 
1997 new legislation was 
effected which brought 
Brazil in line with its WTO 
TRIPS obligations. In order 
to produce new generic anti- 
retrovirals, the Brazilian 
government will have to 
issue compulsory licenses 
under this new legislation, 
which the US is now 
challenging. 


This callous action by the 
US government threatens the 
lives of millions of people 
living with HIV/AIDS. It 
will not only hamper access 
to medicines for Brazil’s 
500,000 people with HIV, 
but also many third-world 
countries who are hoping to 
import Brazil’s cheap 


medicines and to accept 
Brazil’s offer of knowledge 
transfer. 


The complaint is unlikely to 
be successful because the 
TRIPS agreement allows for 
compulsory licensing and 
parallel imports. These are 
measures often used by the 
United States government 
itself.
